_L  HIS  volume,  co\'ering  additional  writings  on  PennsyKania  history 
produced  through  1982,  follows  the  same  format  as  its  predecessors. 
Some  titles,  dealing  with  more  than  one  topic,  appear  (under  different 
topical  headings)  more  than  once.  For  the  most  part,  however,  titles 
have  been  listed  under  only  one  chronological  era  and  topic,  with  inde.x 
entries  for  other  topics  to  which  the  title  might  pertain  being  relied 
upon  to  guide  the  user. 

Idtles  of  writings  on  Pennsylvania  history  produced  since  1982  are  in 
the  process  of  being  collected  for  inclusion  in  the  next  volume  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Historical  Bibliography  series.  Researchers  seeking  more 
up-to-date  listings  than  those  shown  in  the  following  pages  are  invited 
to  w^rite  (stating  the  topic  and  chronological  era  of  the  material  in 
which  they  are  interested)  to  the  Division  of  History,  Pennsylvania 
Historical  and  Museum  Commission,  Bo.x  1026,  Harrisburg,  Pennsyl- 
vania 17108. 

The  statistical  analysis  of  topical  coverage  during  the  period 
1966-1979,  contained  in  the  Foreword  to  Volume  IV,  has  not  been 
amended  to  reflect  additions  for  the  period  1980-1982,  since  these  three 
years’  production  could  not  be  expected  to  have  a significant 
proportional  impact  on  the  previous  total  of  fourteen  vears  of  coverage. 
As  a matter  of  minor  interest,  how'ever,  the  1,916  entries  in  this 
volume  consist  of  1,367  magazine  and  journal  articles,  drawn  from  162 
periodicals;  438  books;  and  106  dissertations  and  five  theses,  produced 
at  forty  different  universities. 

Grateful  acknowledgment  for  assistance  in  preparing  this  volume  is 
due  to  Mrs.  Carol  Tallman,  Librarian  of  the  Pennsylvania  Historical 
and  Museum  Commission,  for  valuable  help  in  locating  sources;  to 
Mrs.  Joanne  Bornrnan  for  typing  entry  cards;  and  to  the  Pennsylvania 
Historical  and  Museum  Commission  and  its  Executive  Director,  Dr.
